D sagreement Over Forestry. 
It was a year ago that it becam e 
known in an at first rather nebulous 
way that Secretary F all and Secre­ 
tary Wallace of the Agricultural de­ 
partment were not entirely at one as 
to the forestry policies. 
Mr. Fall de- 
sired that the forestry service should 
be transferred from the Departm ent 
of Agriculture to the D epartm ent of 
the Interior. 
Mr. W allace stood op­ 
posed. Agriculture seem s to have had 
Its way. 
JRperfidy nfi nttefnpt *wai m adf tf> 
conipi-nrtise the differences betwW h 
the two departments. 
A co m p ro m ise 
where strong feelings 
exist seldom 
seems to be satisfactory. 
It w as un­ 
satisfactory in this case. 
Mr. Fall 
goes out, Mr. W allace stays in. 
When President H arding w as select­ 
ing the timber for his cabinet there 
were two or three men who thought 
that they could conduct the duties 
of the Interior department in a m an­ 
ner which would he satisfactory to 
all the elements in the population. 
It 
is said that Mr. Fall, who received 
the appointment, w as not at all cer­ 
tain that adjustm ent of differences 
would he possible, but he believed his 
views were right and he thought It 
better to attem pt to do what his feel­ 
ings told him it w as right to do rather 
than to yield conviction for the sake 
of coniprorais(# W hat he thought was 
right other men thought w as wrong. 
Whoever was right, 
the result has 
been the resignation of Mr. Fall and 
the seeming triumph o f that school of 
conservation thought which was tri­ 
umphant in the days of Secretary Bal- 
llnger, com pelling as it did his res­ 
ignation from tiie office of the In­ 
terior. 


Pinchot’s Policy W ins. 
It seems to be the fixed belief here 
that President 
H arding holds with 
5m retary Fall that the forestry advo­ 
cates have gone too far in their de­ 
mands for conservation. 
N everthe­ 
less t 1m* other thought on the m atter 
seems to he the more popular one 
and so to speak the more numerous 
one. 
Gifford Pinchot vvas in Washing- 
ten not long ago. 
H e had a long In­ 
terview 
with 
the 
President 
of the 
United States, and it is not believed 
that they discussed the weather en­ 
tirely. 
The Pinchot school of conservation 
believes and alw ays has believed that 
if the Interior departm ent should gain 
control o f forestry the trees would 
not he saved for pos’erity. 
For some 
reason the foresters have believed the 
Interior department officials were the 
enemies of the forests. 
On the other 
hand, the Interior departm ent's belief 
kas been that the foresters simply 
wished to tie up tin* tree possessions 
Of the United States so they could not 
be used and at the sam e time saved.
